Mre* Edward Owere and Mies Virginia Williams, repreeentlng the International inetl-
tute, appeared before the Oounoll and aeked for financial assistance from the Olty in
discharging the paring debt against their property at 408 Nueoee Street, which they are
unable to meet by reaeon of the non-functioning of the Community Ohoet* The Oounoll
advised the Committee that their request could not legally be granted, but that their
further request for a donation to assist in carrying on their social welfare work would
be taken under advleement*

A committee f pom the family eervloo Society, oonpoeed of Miea Nellie Hall,rrod Morse
and Or* Robt, At law, submitted to the Oounoll a request for financial assistance to en-
able their organisation to oarry on its work until euoh time aa the Community Ohest can*
function again* The matter wae taken under advisement and the committee wae aeked to
submit data showing overhead and other expeneee Incident to the work of their orgaalaatioi

and East Avenue* The matter wae referred to the Olty Manager for attention*

bill for such service, and also for water and power service, within fifteen days from

It Is, therefore, noted that tha Helarman-Tlps Company of Austin la the low bidder
on fittings and it la recommended that this oontraot for 80 tons,amountIng to £1740.00,
be awarded to them*

Last summsr the Oity purchased a large order of pipe and effeoted a aavlng of over
$1,500*00, due to the increase in price of same*

The order represented by the above bids will amount to approximately one oar of
fittings and about eighteen oars of pipe, which is estimated to be sufficient for all
water line installations proposed under the 1934- budget up to about September or October
next* Funds for this purchase are on hand and provlaion for same was made in the budget,
and it la recommended that tha contracts be awarded as above outlined.
